IN 


I). S. MUST VINDICATE RIGHTS AND HONOR 


MEASURE WOULD PLACE 
IN HANDS OF PRESIDENT 
MEANS OF PROSECUTING 
THE WAR VIGOROUSLY 


Washington, March 27.—The resolution to be introduced in 


congress on April 3, immediately after the president concludes his 
address to the joint session will declare that the time has come 
when the United States must vindicate decisively its honor and iti 
rights. 


Congress meets April 2, b it *he first day will be devoted to or- 


puuzin«r. The president expects cne day sufficient for organization 
and will address the body tha following day—Tuesday. 


The resolution will declare that by the acts of Germany, a 


state of war exists and that congress places at the disposition of 
the president the means of vigorously prosecuting 
the war and 


thereby hastening the restoration of peace. 


While President Wilson is completing his indictment of Ger- 


many this week the house foreign affairs committee is preparing the 
war resolution. 


Anticipating the trend of the president's indictment, the com- 


mittee, according to present plans, will draw the resolution along 
the following lines: 
. 


That wanton violation of the rights of persons and 


property of our citizens, committed by Germany, her re- 
peated acts of bad faith and utter disregard of solemn 
treaties have constituted ample cause for war on our part; 


That Germany's acts have been such as to justify the 


United States before the whole world in resorting to reme- 
dies however extreme. 


That, with an anxious desire to avoid a rapture, we 


forebore for months to assert our rights by force and con- 
tinned by amicable negotiations to seek redress for wrongs 
suffered, in the hope that Germany might yield to pacific 
counsel and demands of justice; 


That in this hope the United States was disappointed; 
That the time has come when this country must vindi- 


cate decisively her honor, rights and interests. 


That solely by the acts of Germany a state of war ex- 


ists between that government and the United States; and 
that the congress of the United States place at the disposi- 
tion of the president the means of prosecuting the war 
vigorously and thereby hastening the restoration of peace. 


The resolution will also authoriza liberal 
provision 


for sustaining and increasing the army and navy. 
Meetings will be held by the committee throughout the week 


and all emergency legislation for immediate introduction into con- 
gress will be drawn. 


Spy bills, a censorship bill and the measure authorizing the 


state department to employ men not under civil service in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia for intelligence work are among the legislative 
plans slated.

PrmisioBs of Kev Tax in 


Ohio's new tax law was passed as 


an emergency measure after it had 
been drawn by a bi-partlsan f™' 
mlttee at both houses and two attor- 
neys. It takes the place of the Par- 
rett-Whittemore law which the su- 
preme court held unconstitutional and 
ia not in effect 
In as plain English and as simple 


form as It can be told, tha new .tax- 
ation system is as follows: 


The county auditor i« the chief tax- 


Ing official of each county, which Is 
the unit for taxation purposes. He 
is the assessor of all real estate in the 
county of which he is an elected of- 
ficial. He is required annually to list 
all property, real and personal. This 
must be done by the first Monday.' in 
August. In tabular form and alpha- 
betical order,.he must make lists of 
tha "names of persons, companies, 
firms, partnerships, associations and 
corporations In whose names real or 
personal property has been listed In 
each township, city, village, special 
district or separate school district in 
his county," giving the description 
and value of all real estate and tke 
aggregate value of all personal prop- 
erty owned by each person, firm or 
corporation. 
' 
Personal property—moneys, credits, 


investments In bonds, stocks and the 
like—is to be listed between the sec- 
ond Monday of April and th* first 
Monday of June, in eadi year. 


Taxpayer Makes Own Returns. 
The most pronounced phase of the 


riew law is that each taxpayer must 
submit the value of his property him- 
self, and'is required to make oath 
that his return Is true and honest. In 
this respect, the new law is patterned 
aiter the federal law pertaining to in- 
come taxes. On printed blanks or 
formi, provided by the state tax com- 
mission, each property owner is re- 
quired to answer a list of questions, 
for the purpose of giving the county 
auditor a full list of his taxable 
property. 


LllUble Property. 


These questions must elicit the fol- 


lowing information: The dates and 


July. Tha board may make such cor- 
nctlMU *t H may deem just, but no 
decrtas* may be made in any valua- 
ton complained of unless the party 
affected, or his agent, files a written 
application for the saftie, verified by 
oath.

RADICAL CHANGES IN 


AGRICULTURAL LAW 


Defies of fiie Met Secretary 


Sreaiijf Multifile! 


The new law governing the Board 


of Agriculture creates a secretary of 
agricultura whose salary shall be 
44,000 a year and the necessary trav- 
eling expenses or other expenses of 
tha secretary while in the discharge 
of his duties. His duties are many 
fold and the new law provides that 
wherever in tha laws the words 
"board of agriculture" are used, they 
shall be construed to mean the "sec- 
retary of agriculture." He is chosen 
by the board of agriculture, consisting 
of ten members, who serve without 
pay, but who receive their necessarj 
expenses while going about the busi- 
ness of.the state. This board elects 
the secretary. 


Powers of Secretary. 


All lakes, lands and reservoirs 


owned by the state and used by the 
public an '.nder the supervision of 
the secretary of agriculture. All laws 
for the protection of fish and game' 
in theie streams and lakes are to 
come under the direction of this sec- 
ntary. His term of office is for two 
yean and he shall appoint all heads 
of bureaus, clerks, stenographers, 
wardens, experts and all other em- 
ployes of the department and shall 
fix their salaries in amounts which 
come under the prescription of the 
law. The board of agriculture may, 
by six of the members concurring, 
veto any appointment made by the 
secretary. 


The secretary of agriculture shall 


have power and authority to estab- 
lish bureaus of fair administration;', 
live stock diseases;'of markets and 
marketing; nursery, orchard and bee 
inspection; sanitary inspection; food 
inspection; fertilizer, lime, fungicide, 
Insecticide and foodstuffs Inspection;

'•My conception of Militarism is 


that of conquest. This country is 
too democratic for that. This coun- 
try's object is to protect its integrity 
and assert its rights. .1 don't believe 
that 
Universal Military training 


would develop Militarism in 
this 


country. 


"I believe this country should have 


declared war when Germany invaded 
Belgium. It was just as much of a 
challenge to America as to England. 
This country has always stood to 
preserve the integrity of a smaller 
people. But this w:s permitted to 
go by. 


"We have always stood for 
the 


freedom of the seas, tut thie has been 
denied to us by Germany. I think 
that tins agitation is a little belated. 


"Most everyone says it is an insult, 


yet nobody seems to know what the 
policy of this government will be. 


"There is a great tension in the 


country. Nobody knows when it i» 
going to break. Yet the remarkable 
thing about it is, that 
everyone 


measures his words. We are not will- 
ing to indulge in anything like in- 
temperate remarks. We by right 
should defend the country's integrity 
and preserve the principles of hu- 
manity. 


"You know, a man may push me

American bankiug'institulinns to- 
day said this.country is in a posi- 
tion to loan five times the amount 
of our national debt to the allies

'At this.time the wealth of the 


United States is estimated at two 
hundred billion dollars," said the 
banker.

that we are able to loan the 


allies any amount necessary 
to 


bring about the end of the war. 


"I believe we could spare five

ously. 


"That amount would bo only 


2'/2 per cent of our resources. 


"And I believe that sum as. n 


loan to the allies would be suf- 
ficient to end the war under the 
present conditions. Consider that 
it is one-fourth of the entire 'war 
debt of England at this time. It 
can be readily seen that it would 
throw the balance in favor of the 
allies and bring peace. 


"In banking circles a loan of
